rir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1967. 

The  mid  year  population  of  Bungay  and  the  corresponding 
population  in  the  previous  year  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be:- 

1967  - 5810 
1966  - 3740 

This  shows  an  estimated  increase  of  70  persons.  The  natural 
increase  due  to  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  9»  compared 
with  the  previous  year  when  it  was  only  1.  The  total  number  of 
births  for  1967  was  59  compared  with  58  for  the  previous  year. 
Deaths  totalled  50  compared  with  57  1966. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  v/as  15-9  per  l.,000  estimated 
population,  (the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.2),  The 
adjusted  death  rate  was  8.2  per  1,000  estimated  population, 

(the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.2),  Maternal  mortality 
remained  at  nil  and  there  were  no  infant  deaths. 

29  confirmed  cases  of  infectious  diseases  v/ere  notified 
during  the  year,  14  of  these  being  due  to  Measles,  and  8 to 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Cases  on  the  'Tuberculosis  Register  increased  by  2 to  a 
total  of  26.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  of 
tne  public  health  work  carried  out  within  the  district  for  the 
year  1967. 


This  report  is,  in  the  main,  related  to 
routine  duties  and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  undertake  any 
de'oaiJ.ed  work  in  a particular  field  of  public  health.  In  particular, 
I would  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  need  for  a reappraisal 
of  the  housing  records.  This  would  necessitate  a house  to  house 
inspection  in  the  older  areas  of  the  town  - a very  time  consuming 
task  which  it  has  not  been  possible  to  fit  into  the  work  programme 
for  the  year. 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  comment  on  the 
considerable  assistance  given  me  by  other  members  of  the  staff, 
without  v/hose  help  my  work  would  be  much  more  difficult.  My  thanks 
are  due  to  them  for  their  generous  cooperation.

Sev;er3?ro . 

ITev.’-  switchgear  was  installed  for  two  of  the  sewage  pnnips.  Other- 
wise all  plant  has  been  satisfactory  and  has  been  in  full  working 
order  throughout  t'le  yeapo 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  disposal  works  has  been  working  to 
full  capacity,  the  efficiency  has  not  been  impaired. 

Six  samples  of  effluent  were  analysed  during  the  year  and  all  v/ere 
v/ithin  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  Royal  Cor-iinission, 

Disposal  of  sludge  ''oj  contract  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
ttiroughout  the  year. 

Construction  v/ork  x-ras  commenced  on  a nev/  housing  estate  to  the 

south  of  the  disposal  v/orks  v./hich  means  that  the  works  are  now 

eciapletely  within  the  residential  area  of  the  toxAfnc  The  unsat- 
isfactory  nature  of  this  siting  of  the  disposal  works  was 
emphasied  by  the  County  Planning  Officer  in  the  draft  Town  Plan 
which  was  presented  last  j^ear,  and  a rei^ort  was  accordingly 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Plousing  and  Local 
Government.  It  was  suggested  that  the  location  of  the  sev/age 
vjorks  was  such  that  nuisance  xatcs  inevitable  to  the  encroaching 
housing  estates  and  that  the  size  of  the  works  was  insufficient 
to  cope  v/ith  further  expansion  of  the  tcxA/n,  The  Ministry's 

Aoacticn  ’//as  not  very  encouraging  and  in  view  of  the  economic 

situation  it  did  not  seem  reasonable  to  press  for  loan  sanction 
for  a new  djr'posal  v/orks ^ Accordingly  the  question  is  left  in 
abeyance  to  be  reopened  v/hen  conditions  are  miore  favourable. 

The  tv/o  nevr  intakes  to  the  disposal  v/orks  have  done  much  to 
reduce  the  frequency  of  obstruction  of  sev/ers.  Beccles  Road 
sev/er  has  continued  to  give  a certain  amount  of  trouble  due  to 
silting.  naj  or  obstruction  occurred  in  BardoliDh  Road  which 
necessitated  breaking  into  the  sewer  - the  obstruction  v/as  removed, 
tree  roots,  and  a new  chaonher  was  built  at  the  point  of  entry. 


Refuse  Cbllection  and  Disposal. 


In  spite  of  an  increase  in  the  niiraber  of  inhabited  houses,  an 
efficient  collection  service  has  bem  maintained  and  I feel  that 
the  tv/o  loader-drivers  employed  are  to  he  congratulated  on  this 
achievement.  The  new  freighter  has  continued  to  prove  its  worth, 

nniiis  Hill  tip  has  continued  in  use  tl'iroughout  the  year  hut  it 
is  being  filled  much  more  quickly  than  it  was  at  first  estimated. 
It  nov;  seems  that  there  is  only  sufficient  space  for  one  more 
year's  tipping.  Eegotiations  are  in  hand  for  a nev/  tip  v/ithin 
the  area  of  the  V/ainford  Rural  District  Council,  and  if  these 
fall  through,  we  shall  he  in  serious  difficulty  once  again.  It 
v/ell  be  that  Council  v/ill  have  to  consider  the  _purchase  of 
T'.ochirxory  to  convert  refuse  into  a more  inert  form  so  that  it 
c-  n be  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  to  low  Ij^ing  land  close  to 
r esiaentiel  areas.  Fires  have  been  a nuisance  at  the  Annis  Hill 
Mp  from  time  to  tii-xe  and  during  very  v/indy  v/oather,  tipping 
j.ei-e  her;  re  be  stopped.  Alternative  tipping  facilities  have 

ee./i  rvailablo  by  V/cinford  Rui’al  District  Council  and  wo 

■ iridobted  to  their  cooperation  in  this  respect. 


Nifsht  Soil  Disposal . 

Collecticn  is  now  ino.do  f.ron  three  premises  only.  Two  of  these 
have  no  water  snppl^^  available  and  the  third  is  too  low  to  be 
connected  to  the  sewer. 

V/eekly  collection  has  been  maintained. 

The  reduction  in  the  need  for  the  service  is  entirely  due  to  the 
use  of  septic  tank  drainage  systems  by  owners  of  properties 
vrhich  cannot  be  drained  into  a sewer. 

Every  effort  will  continue  to  be  made  to  persuade  the  ovnaers  of 
the  three  remaining  premises  to  make  the  necessary  iEiprcvements 
so  that  the  need  for  this  service  can  be  completely  eliminated. 


Eest  Control . 

In  spite  of  a reported  increase  in  the  rat  iDopulation  tliroughout 
the  country,  there  xvas  no  evidance  of  increased  activity  in  this 
district.  Only  55  premises  v/ere  visited  as  the  result  of 
cciiiplaint  - less  than  last  year.  47  wex-e  found  to  be  infes- 
ted and  appropriate  action  v;as  taken.,  863  routine  inspections 
-ere  made  with  infestation  discovered  in  159  properties. 
Altogether'  2,189  visits  were  made  to  premises  and  996  treatments 
■'^ea  e given . 

*i.ssistance  was  given  in  trapping  moles  in  tv/o  premises, 

V/e  v.^ere  not  able  to  control  mole  activity  in  the  cemetery  by 
trapping,  and  the  services  of  experts  were  required  to  control 
the  mcles  by  poisoning. 

hasps  w'ere  not  so  troublesome  this  year  and  very  few  calls  for 
assisrance  were  received. 

One  complaint  of  ant  nuisance  vras  received  and  help  and  advice 
was  given.  Apart  from  this,  there  wore  no  complaints  concerning 
insect  pests. 


kuisances . 

Bungay  people  are  either  very  tolerant  or  environmental  conditions 
are  on  a higher  level  than  is  usual.  Once  again  the  number  of 
complaints  received  was  negligible  and  no  action,  other  than 
verbal  or  written  informal  notice  was  necessary  to  remedy  adverse 
conditions. 

The  noise  nuisance  from  suction  machinery  installed  at  the 
Printing  Works  was  eliminated  by  the  proprietors  by  the  transfer 
of  the  offending  machinery  to  another  part  of  the  vjcrks  away 
from  any  residential  areas. 


P-'jblic  Conveniences. 


Tile  nev7  toilet  block  in  the  Friory  Ls.ne  Cm  lark  was  ccrrpleted 
and  broU;=;..ht  into  use.  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
deciding  to  erect  a properly  equipped  building  and  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  no  serious  damage  caused  to  the  building  or  its 
fittings  must  be  a reflection  of  the  appreciation  of  the  general 
public . 

The  exposed  plunbing  in  the  other  toilet  block  continues  to  be 
irresistible  to  certain  elements  of  the  male  population  and 
from  time  to  time  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  good  damage 
caused  during  their  strength  testing  exercises. 

The  conveniences  on  Outney  Common  and  at  the  Ctaithe  Caravan  Site 
have  been  properly  used. 


Caravan  Sites . 

The  proprietor  of  the  residential  caravan  site  at  Common  End  has 
continued  to  manage  and  maintain  the  site  in  a highly  satisfactory 
manner . 

'fliree  single  sites  were  licensed  during  the  year,  each  used  in 
association  with  the  adjoining  permanent  housing. 

'^'he  Council's  holiday  site  at  the  Staithe  was  very  popular  during 
rhe  noli. day  season.  All  caravans  were  reiaoved  at  the  end  of  the 
s-acen  but  the  site  remained  open  for  casual  use  during  the 
winter  months . 


Vater  Supplies , 

There  were  no  further  extensions  of  the  water  mains  to  outlj^ing 
areas  during  the  year  by  the  East  ixnglian  Water  Company. 

Ten  bacteriological  and  two  chemical  samples  v/ere  analysed 
during  the  year  and  found  to  be  entirely  satisfactory, 
ix  typical  analysis  rexjort  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  rex)ort 

There  were  no  reports  of  contamination  during  the  year  and  the 
viator  suxjply  remained  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 
There  v/ere  no  rer^orts  of  any  x^lumbo  solvent  action  and  no 
further  developments  regarding  r^roposals  to  add  fluoride  to  the 
v/ator .

I'iie  increased  weekly  kill  reported  last  year  continued  and  this 
has  resulted  in  some  lowering  of  standards  due  to  lack  of  room. 

I'he  proprietor  has  promised  to  spread  the  kill  over  a longer 
period  so  that  his  premises  can  he  kept  to  the  high  standard  which 
prevailed  before. 

Quality  of  the  animals  killed  has  remained  high  and  the  only 
condemnations  have  been  of  internal  organs,  apart  from  one  pig 
carcase  and  offal  which  was  a casualty  slaughter.

Storage  conditions  in  one  of  the  large  stores  is  not  satisfactory 
and  the  proprietors  have  promised  early  attention  hut  as  yet 
nothing  has  been  done.  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  improvements  can 
he  effected  without  resource  to  statutory  action.
